en's Bible Soclety of Clucinnatl, which post he
rotalned for sixteen years, e wis one of the esrly
foues of the lnstitution of slavery. He ermod it the
otirie of the land, and predicted that if 18 was por-
mitted to lve war would be 114 result. In 1260 he
came to thin city, and at the hreaking out of the e
belllon took an solive part in p 1ting enlistments,

Colonel Gregory was orderaed to Alexandrin Vi, to
act as military governor,which position be flled with
digmity, Armness, and soccess, During the tme of
his oftice there he pever relinguished the command
and mansgement of bis regiment and (19 Afairs,
When relleved from daty as military governor, his
oondnot in the tHeld was u1m|l|y admirable, always
ready in any emergeney to lead his men, and shar -
thelr dangers, His gallantry at the battie of Frede
rickaburg filled his men with so muoch confidence an |
esteem, that they presented him with a flne horae
and a magnificent sword, as o token of their sppre-
ciation of his merits. His honorable and gallant
deedns having been brought before the President by
Emmineat army oMcers, the well-carned rank of
er-general was conferred on him a8 8 rewarnl
He twice béen wounded lu battle, He brings to
his new position of United States Marshal just such
